The water. was high 
around here then, but Mr. Hill was not 
unfavorably impressed. In the course of 
one of several long talks I had with 
him he said: s 

“I-used to work for a railroad com 
pany in Arizona, where all of the farm- 
ing is done under irrigation. Occasion- 
ally there was heavy rainfall. But al- 
ways there was a similarity between] 


methods of getting rid of water and. oí 
getting water on the lands—it is à 
matter of "handling water.’ Practically 
All of the truck gardening was done by 
Chinese, and the Chinese how to 
handle water. If water was a foot or 
so deep on their ground that didn't 
make any difference to them. They 
would throw up rid and mounds, 
leaving trenches and ponds between 
the ridges or mounds, and they would 
lant on the tops and sides of the high 
and they had: made. That left more 
area of water for quicker evaporation. 
They would dry up adjacent land that 
way, the water from the near-by places 
coming in and being evaporated or ab- 
sorbed. 

le say "Water seeks its level,’ " 
Mr. Hill went on, “but it is also true 
that in cultivated fields water seeks the 
high points, “This is so, I know, for I 
Saw in those Chinese truck gradeners’ 
fields that their made-high land did 
not get too dry. I wouldn't be afraid,” 
Mr. Hill said, “to take a piece of 
ground out there"—pofnting to a place 
where the water was two fcet deep— 
"and put in a croj 


This may not sound reasonable, but 
think about it, you farmers who want 
some land'to seed. One man that I 
talked to about it said it would be very 
expensive. Yes, may be it would, but 
back of Delray I have seen farmers 
making ridges that looked just exactly 
like the Florida East Coast railroad 
roadbed north of Canal Point and into 
that ridge (two feet above the level of 
the surrounding ground) they were 
sticking pepper plants. In one particu- 
lar field west of Delray, I remember 
too, no crop was made because the 
water came up on the ridge and 
drowned the plants. It’s easier to sit 
on the front porch and damn ,the state 
drainage board than to get out in 
water and dig trenches and, make ridges 
or dam off the water, I admit. But let 
me do part of the damning. I haven't 
anything else to do and I've “got to fill 
the paper up with something, anyhow,” 
as readers often say.

Bare Beach 

Writing from Bare Beach under date 
of October 26, J. W. Putnam, proprigtor 
of the Glades Mercantile Company, 
gives a statement of conditions in that 
locality. Bare Beach is on-the south- 
west side of Lake-Okeechobee, in Palm 
Beach county but within two miles of 
the Hendry county line. Mr. Putnam 
writes: 

“Everything planted for the fall from 
Clewiston to Miami lock is a total’ loss. 
W.-C. Hooker, the largest planter, has 
suffered a heavier loss than anyone 
else. I lost four "acres of- potatoes, 
which is small as compared to the loss 
of some of the others. The water in 
Lake Okeechobee has risen two feet 
here and' our dock is practically out of 
commission. All of the land back of the 
ridge is flooded from a few inches, to 
four feetcamd it, looks to me as if a 
spring cror is a remote. possibility: 
There may be a few acres near the 
lake front which will be ott of water 
by February 1 but,if we should have 
rains through January and February as 
we did last winter there will be very
